Three Yonngr Men Stole Horse and 
from Mr. Lamm and 
Drove to Sedalia. 


Unknown men, supposod to be 
three in number and possibly Se- 
dalians, made an unsuccessful at­ 
tempt to rob the bank at Smith 
ton, eight miles east of here, be 
tween midnight and 2 o’clock this 
morning. 
The same parties, it is believed, 
also cracked the safe in Ringen’s 
hardware store, where they were 
discovered at work, but they made 
their escape by a rear door and are 
believed to have driven to Sedalia. 
The news of the robberies was 
’phoned to the police here at 2 :30 
o’clock a. m., and Chief Love was 
instructed to be on the lookout for 
the robbers, who were said to be 
headed this way . 
The 
D e m o c r a t attempted 
to 
call up its Smithton correspondent 
during the forenoon, but the tele­ 
phone wires were not in working 
order, and details were not obtain­ 
able. 
The information ’phoned to the 
police were that the robbers had 
,succeeded in blowing open the 
bank vault, but did not gain an 
entrance to the safe, where the 
money was kept. 
Later, the robbers visited the 
Ringen hardware 
store, 
where 
they cracked the safe. 
A light 
was seen in the store by Mr. O fer- 
strcet, who suspected something, 
and went after Mr. Ringen. 
The two gentlemen proceeded to 
the store, where one of them fired 
a shot on the outside of the build­ 
ing. 
The 
thieves at once fled 
through the rear door, and it is un­ 
derstood that several shots were 
fired at them, but with what effect 
is not known. 
Soon after the two robberies a 
horse and buggy were stolen from 
the farm of John Lamm, and the 
outfit was driven to the eastern 
limits of this city , where the horse 
was hitched and abandoned. 
It is 
almost certain the robbers were the 
thieves, and the 
impression 
police circles is that the jobs were 
the work of Sedalia crooks. 
Shortly before 6 o’clock this 
morning three strangers, all y oung 
men, between the ages of i 
8 anc 
21 y ears, wet and covered with 
mud, entered Billy Hailer’s saloon, 
on East Third street, where-they 
had a round of drinks, after which 
hearty breakfasts were partaken of. 
Whether these men are the ones 
who drove away with Mr. Lamm’s 
horse and buggy is a matter of 
speculation. 
The strangers were well supplied 
with money , it is said, and were in 
a jovial mood, especially after a 
round or two of drinks. 
Only a slight description of one 


of the trio was given the police, it 
being to the effect that he was 
light complected, and had light 
curly hair. 
In a pigeon hole in the vault of 
the bank was a sack of silver 
dimes, which the robbers carried 
away with them. 
The books and papers in the 
vault were scattered in all direc­ 
tions, and the vault itself is said to 
have been badly damaged. 
At the Ringen store nothing of 
value was taken.

The Htory iu Detail.

S m i t ht ox 
, April 10.— Smithton 
was visited by robbers this morn­ 
ing between 13 and i o’clock, who 
succeeded in breaking into the 
vault of the Smithton bank, and, 
also, wrecking the fine safe in the 
hardware store owned and occupied 
by John Ringen. 
The robbers gained entrance to 
the bank by breaking the front 
door lock and then pried off the 
vault door combination, thereby 
securing entrance to the vault, 
where they forced open and in­ 
spected about twenty private safety 
boxes belonging to customers of 
the bank. 
No attempt was made to open 
the time lock safe, the robbers be­ 
ing evidently of the opinion that it 
was too heavy a piece of work for 
them. 
Finishing at the bank, they then 
broke into the Ringen hardware 
store by breaking a window catch, 
and, after taking a box of 
32- 
calibre cartridges and what little 
silver was left in the cash drawer, 
began to wreck the large safe. 
By the use of nitro-gly cerine and 
dy namite the outside doors of the 
safe were torn cff their hinges, 
and then work was begun on 
the 
second 
combination, 
but 
further 
damage 
by 
the 
rob­ 
bers 
was 
prevented 
by 
the 
appearance of Marshal Eicholtz, 
John Ringen and Robert Over­ 
street, the latter gentleman having 
been awakened by the explosion 
and knowing a robbery was being 
committed, had called oat the mar­ 
shal and Mr. Ringen. 
These 
gentlemen 
approached 
within 100 feet of the hardware 
store, when a sentry placed out­ 
side by the robbers opened fire on 
hem, which was returned. 
After ten or fifteen shots were 
exchanged the robbers ran away 
going westward along the Missouri 
Pacific railroad for a couple o 
miles, where they stole a horse anc 
from John Lamm, and, pre 
sumably , drove to the limits of Se­ 
dalia and turned the horse loose, a» 
it returned home this morning. 
A heavy shower of rain after the 
robbery prevented tracing the rob­ 
bers, but whatever chance there is 
of catching them is being workec 
by Sheriff 
Dillard and Deputy 
Charles Williams. 
The tools used in the robbery 
were secured by breaking in Richter 
& Hotsenpiller’s blacksmith shop 
and taking a brace and bit, several 
chisels and a hammer.

Securities company, in 
the case recently tried in St, Louis 
before Judges Caldwell, Sanborn, 
Tiiayer and Vandeventer, involv­ 
ing the 
legality of the 
famous 


$4 (X ),o o o ,o o o 
railway merger. 
The decree was handed down by 
Judge 
Sanborn in St. Paul, the 
opinion being written 
by Judge 
Thayer in St. Louis. 
The decision is a complete vic- 
ory for the government, every one 
of its contentions being upheld by 
he judges unanimously. 
Follow ­ 
ing are the points in the case : 
The merger placed control of the 
:wo roads in the hands of a single 
3cr6on, to-wit, the Securities com- 
pany. 
It 
destroyed every 
motive for 
competition between two roads en­ 
gaged in interstate traffic. 
The power acquired by the com­ 
bination 
operates 
directly 
upon 
nterstate commerce by controlling 
he means of transportation. 
The fact that each road iias its 
own board of directors is no guar­ 
anty of independent operation of 
he roads. 
No charter granted by any state 
is intended to interfere with the 
operation of a national law. 
The organization of the North­ 
ern 
Securities 
company 
accom­ 
plishes an object 
denounced 
by 
congress as illegal. 
The Securities company is en­ 
joined from acquiring further stock 
of cither of the said railroad com­ 
panies. 
It is also enjoined from voting 
such stock at any meeting of the 
stockholders of either of said rail­ 
road companies. 
The Securities company must not 
exercise any control over the acts 
of either of the two railroad com­ 
panies. 
The Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern companies are forbidden 
to pay any dividends to the Se­ 
curities company. 
The Securities company is per­ 
mitted to return all shares of stock 
held by it to the original holders.
